NO IMPORTANT 
CHANGES SEEN 
IN GRID RULES 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. IF—The 
football rules com m ittee of the Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa­ 
tion started Its annual conference 
today, with prospects of making 
few if any im portant changes in 
the present regulations.

An advisory com m ittee of college 
coaches headed by Columbia's Lou 
Little has subm itted a num ber of 
proposals, including one intended 
to discourage the so-called “sucker 
shift,” a m aneuver to draw- the 
enemy offside.

Hailed a* Hero 


In th* months after victory in Europe, Dwight D. Eisenhower was wildly ac­ 
claimed at home and abroad. 
Paris, London, New York and other cities gave their hearts n tremendous 
re­ 
ceptions to the man who was an unknown just a few years before. 
Besides the tickertape and applause, there was a flood of gifts and awards. In 
all, Ike was given 90 U. S. and foreign decorations, 19 honorary degrees and 20 
assorted medals, swords and awards of private groups, cities and nations. In 
Canada, they named a mountain after him and in Scotland they gave him a luxuri­ 
ous castle apartment. 
And again the presidential boom was bubbling. Welcomed back home in Miilrne, 
Ike was asked if he might seek the office. He said. positively, that when he left 
the Army he only wanted to be a private citizen, nothing more. 
At the Potsdam conference in early August, 1945, President Truman told Eisen­ 
hower: 
"General, there la nothing that you may want that I won't try to help you get. 
That definitely and specifically includes the presidency In 1948.” 
"Mr. President,” Ike responded, "I don’t know who will be your opponent for 
tho presidency, but it will not be I."

Later th at month, Ike was feted in Moscow and greeted personally by Stalin. 
Publicly, the general praised the Russians and said they only wanted peace. 
But after a few months of trying to deal with the Soviets as Chief of 1. 8. oc- 
ri'pation forces in Germany, Eisenhower gave this formula for getting along 
with Russia: 
"Firmness, patience, a sense of humor—and keep your powder dry." 
Iii November, 1945, Eisenhower returned to this country and served three years 
as chief of staff. It was a busy three years. Ile presided over demobilization and 
unification and was continually inspecting .American defenses in four continents. 
By early 1948, the Eisenhower for President boom in both the Democratic and 
Republican camps had reached*impressive proportions. Ike cut it off, On Jan. 23, 
he said his decision to stay out of ptditics was “definite and positive." Ile said 
he did not think that lifelong soldiers should seek high political office "in the ab­ 
sence of some obvious and over-riding reason.” 
On Feb. 7, 1948, Ike retired as chief of staff. He bought a new car. which he 
proudly showed to his wife: 
“Darling, there's the entire result of 37 years' work since I caught the train out 
of Abilene."

W ith the passing of my good 
friend and yours. C. Arthur Brame 
Sr., so suddenly, this town and 
county has lost another of its ex­ 
cellent public-spin ted citizens. 
It was my pleasure to have known 
him since 1932; but our close friend­ 
ship began when he was appointed 
to the command of the local state- 
guard, a temporary replacement of 
the National Guard then on active 
duty in World War II. While not a 
member of his outfit, I was "bor­ 
rowed*’ from the Pa. Brigade head­ 
quarters of the Sons of Veterans 
Reserves to sound ‘ Taps'* at the 
m ilitary funerals conducted by the 
local American Legion post and the 
detail from the command of Captain 
Brame, whose personnel had a good 
sprinkling of business and profes­ 
sional men in its ranks. 
At 
Emmitsburg. 
Md., where 
a 
military funeral was to be held I 
was waiting for Captain Brame and 
his command to meet me and the 
funeral party on West Main street. 
They appeared in the distance from 
the west motorized. As they drew 
closer a colonel from the 3rd Corps 
Area remarked to me, "They present 
a natty colorful appearance.” 
At the cemetery their volleys were 
like "one shot*’ a very creditable 
showing. 
Captain Brame had his detail at 
many funerals, some in near zero 
weather and the intense heat of 
summer.
